The price paid for electric lamps is 35 cents, 34 cents, and 33 cents per 
lamp per night. The companies provide the posts, and furnish the 
lamps and current. The price paid for incandescent lamps is $2.50 per 
lamp per month in Roxbury and South Boston, and $3 per lamp per 
month in Brighton. 

The price paid for mantle gas lamps is $28.80 per year per lamp. The 
company furnishes mantles, boulevard lanterns, and light and care for 
same, and the city provides the posts and service pipes. 

The posts are set and the underground service pipes are laid and kept 
in repair by the various gas companies, under the direction of the 
Superintendent of Lamps, and at the expense of the city, without 
pecuniary consideration or profit to the companies. 

The price paid for mantle naphtha lamps is $29.20 each per year, or 8 
cents per night. The city furnishes the posts, and the company fur- 
nishes all material for lighting and lanterns.

one 28-inch swing standard engine lathe, one 14-inch speed lathe, 5-ft. 
bed; one 14-inch swing patent engine- lathe, 5-ft. bed; one 25-inch 
shaping machine, one 68-inch radial drill, one duplex and one Blake 
pump for feeding boilers, one Knowles triplex pump for testing hose, 
one patent goose-neck belt drill, one band-saw, one circular saw, one 
Monarch boring machine, together with numerous smaller tools and 
appliances, and also tools for repairing hose and harness. 

Three upright tubular boilers, 100-horse power. 

Two dynamos for lighting and fire-alarm, one tire upsetter in the 
blacksmith-shop, one No. 2 Blake pump in the hose and harness-shop, 
for testing hose. 

Hydrants. — For supplying water in case of fire there are 7,692 
public and 304 private hydrants, viz. : In the City proper 1,534, in South 
Boston 643, in East Boston 457, in Roxbury 1,316, in Dorchester 1,885, 
in West Roxbury 1,135, in Brighton 605, in Charlestown 371. There are 
also 48 hydrants in addition to the above, located as follows: On Deer 
Island 20, on Long Island 7, on Thompson's Island 2, on Gallop's Island 
2, on Rainsford Island 5, Quincy 12, Brookline 2. The public hydrants 
are located at a distance of 250 to 300 feet from each other.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 

The following property is in charge of the Board of Health: 

In office of City Physician, books and surgical instruments. 

Gallop's Island, containing about sixteen acres, was purchased in 
1860, for $6,600, used as a Quarantine Station, on which are a dwelling- 
house, barn, coal-shed, two hospitals, two buildings for the reception 
and care of immigrants, a bath-house, a disinfecting plant, and thirteen 
small buildings, formerly used as polling booths, but now placed on the 
island for use as hospitals; steamboat wharf, storehouse for infected 
cargoes, and other buildings, with the live stock, farming utensils, 
merchandise, provisions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine 
Station. 

Smallpox Hospital, Southampton street, two buildings erected in 
1893. The contents of the lot are about 52,660 square feet. 

Steamboats: " Vigilant," 73i tons burden, 95 feet in length, 17 feet 
beam, and 8 feet deep, built in Boston in 1886. Cost of boat and 
furniture, $18,000. Employed in quarantine service. "Relief," costing 
$3,800, purchased for the quarantine service in 1904. 

MoBGUE, North Grove street, surgical instruments. 

Stable, North Grove street. Nine horses, seven carriages, eight 
wagons, three ambulances, two vans and ten sleighs. 

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 

The following property is in charge of the Trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital. 

The land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord street, Albany 
street, and Massachusetts ^avenue. The lot consists of 430,963 square 
feet. Also the land to the southwest of Massachusetts avenue bounded 
by Albany street, Northampton street, and a passageway near Harrison 
avenue, consisting of 125,736 square feet. On the first lot is the Boston 
City Hospital proper, which consists of a group of twenty buildings. 
On the second lot mentioned is situated the South Department, for the 
infectious diseases, which consists of a group of seven buildings. 

The Trustees also have charge of a plot of land containing about 
69,785 square feet, on the east side of Albany street in the rear of the 
hospital. On this lot are situated the ambulance stable, boiler-house, 
dynamo station, coal-pocket, and storage house. 

The Convalescent Home is situated on 610,600 square feet of land, at 
No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near the Dorchester Lower Mills. On this 
property is a three-story house, with a two-story ell, with accommoda- 
tions for thirty-four patients and eight employes. There are also a bam 
and stable, shed, and recreation-house for patients. About one-half of 
this property is highly improved, and one-half woodland and pasture. 

The Relief Station on Hay market square, lot contains 8,507 square feet 
of land, on which is a three-story brick building with a one-story ell. 

The total amount of land in this department is 1,245,491 square feet 
or 28/^ acres. The number of buildings is thirty-five. 
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CHILDREN'S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 

Marcblla-stbeet Home. — Building formerly occupied by the city 
of Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 
1876-77- and 1881 for the accommodation of pauper and neglected 
children. Contents of lot, 338,337 square feet. Of this 197,487 feet 
were taken by the Park Department in July, 1903. The part of the 
estate still held by the Trustees of children is not in use. 

Pabental School. — The Bolles estate, situated on Spying street, 
West Roxbury, consisting of about twenty-eight acres of land, dwelling- 
house, farmer's house, stable, ice-house, boat-house, sheds, etc., was 
purchased in August, 1892, at a cost of $30,000, for a Parental School. 
There have been erected on this place a kitchen and laundry-house, two 
temporary school buildings, three dormitories and a hospital. In 1901 
additional land to amount of 778,448 square feet was purchased at a cost 
of $35,262.27. Three new cottages have been erected. 

Rainsfobd Island (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 
of the Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing eleven acres. 
The buildings are occupied by the House of Reformation. 

INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 
(West Roxbury District.) 

Women's Depabtment. — This site, originally purchased as a Home 
for the Poor, has been occupied exclusively by the insane since 1887. 
Contains about fifty acres, and is bounded on southeasterly side by 
Harvard street, southwesterly by Morton street, northwesterly by 
Canterbury street, and northeasterly by Austin street. 

On this estate are the original dwelling-house connected with the two 
institution buildings erected for the poor, six detached buildings for 
hospital wards, a building used for chapel and dining-room, with 
kitchen and storerooms, a mortuary, a boiler-house, with laundry in 
second story, a barn and stable, with silo, a hennery, ice-house, and two 
small out-buildings. 

This plant provides for 400 patients. 

Men's Depabtment.— Situated on Walk Hill and Canterbury streets, 
and containing about thirty-two acres, was purchased in 1892, for a 
site for the new Lunatic Hospital, at a cost of $34,500. On it is a 
dwelling-house (twelve rooms). Two tracts of land, containing 41 22-100 
acres adjoining the Pierce Farm, were purchased in 1893, costing 
$23,000. In 1901 the Trustees purchased a tract of land comprising 
over 24 acres at Canterbury and Morton streets, costing $54,104.35. 
There have been constructed two hospital buildings, a domestic build- 
ing, boiler and power-house. The stable and barn were removed to 
new locations. Occupied by 300 patients. 

PAUPER INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 

Almshouse, Alford street, Charlestown, is situated on a lot contain- 
ing 102,400 feet, with garden containing 73,038 feet, near the Everett line, 
a short distance from the Maiden bridge. The building is of brick, 
built in 1849, is 100 feet long by 45 feet wide, three and one-half stories 
high, with two wings, one story high, 39 feet by 19 feet, and two wings, 
two and one-half and three and one-half stories high, 45 feet by 23 feet. 
One hundred twenty inmates can be accommodated. On the lot are a 
large barn and other out-buildings. , 

Long Island. — The department controls about 167 acres. A build- 
ing accommodating 350 persons was erected on this island in the years 
1886 and 1887, and is now occupied by male paupers. A building for 
about 250 female paupers, a hospital with 250 beds, a chapel seating 
800, a power-house about 116 feet long by 40 feet wide and two stories 
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high (including laundry and bakery), a house for the superintendent, 
a hospital for consumptives, with fifty -one beds, a home for nurses, a 
tie-up for cattle and a mortuary haye since been erected. There are 
also a large barn, ice-house, piggery, and other farm buildings, and a 
reservoir with capacity of 1,000,000 gallons. 

Steambb ** John Howabd.'* — This boat is 38.14 tons burdens, 70.7 
feet long, 14.5 feet beam, 5.66 feet draught, and was built at a cost of 
$18,000. Her berth is at Long Island, where being fully equipped for 
fire duty she can be called on at short notice should a fire occur on any 
of the islands. 

The boat is used for the conveyance to and from the city of the 
visiting medical staff of the Long Island Hospital, the heads of the 
departments conducting institutions on Long, Rainsford, and Deer 
Islands, and the clergy officiating therein. 

PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 

The following property is in charge of the Penal Institutions Com- 
missioner: 

House of Cobbeotion, Deeb Island, containing about 134 acres 
of upland, about fifty acres of flats, on which are the large brick prison 
buildings, prison building for women, hospital, heat and power plant, 
workshops, piggery, etc., required for carrying on House of Correction. 

Stbameb ** MoNiTOB.^^ — This steamer is 414 tons (gross) burden, 155 
feet 4 inches length over all, 148 feet length forward side of stem to 
after side of rudder post, 28 feet beam over plank, 46 feet 10 inches 
beam over guards, 9 feet 3 inches depth of hold, 5 feet 7 inches draft, 
normal. She was built in East Boston in 1904. 

This boat is used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, 
etc., to and from the city, to the Deer, Rainsford, and Long Island 
Institutions. 

Eastebn Avenue Whabf (transferred from care of Street Depart- 
ment in 190S), including office, freight and cell buildings, used as dock 
for Steamer ** Monitor." 

ISLANDS. 

Apple Island, containing nine and one-half acres, purchased in 1867 
for $3,750. 

Deeb Island, containing about 134 acres of upland and about fifty 
acres of flats. 

Gallop^ s Island, containing about sixteen acres, was purchased in

LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 

In the Public Library on Dartmouth street, and its branches in East 
Boston, South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, Charlestown, Brighton, 
Jamaica Plain, West Roxbury, South End, and West End Districts, there 
are about 878,933 bound volumes, besides manuscripts, pamphlets, statu- 
ary, and paintings. The Tosti engravings embrace, some in frames, 
5,100 in bound volumes, and several hundred in portfolios. The collec- 
tion of photographs of works of art and process pictures numbers at 
present about 26,107. 

OVERSEEING OF THE POOR DEPARTMENT. 

In charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor: 

Chabity Building, located at the corner of Chardon and Hawkins 
streets, is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Soldiers' Relief 
Department, and the following charitable societies: Boston Provident 
Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing Circle, German Aid 
Society, Ladies' Cooperative Visiting Society, the Associated Charities, 
West End Branch of the HomoBopathic Medical Dispensary, the Federa- 
tion of Jewish Charities, Boston Children's Aid Society, St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, and the Massachusetts Infant Asylum. A physician of the 
Board of Health also occupies a room in this building. 
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Tbmpobaby Home fob the Destitute is located at the corner of 
Chardon and Bowker streets. This building and the one above men- 
tioned were erected on a lot, the contents of which are 19,962 square 
feet. The total cost of these buildings, with the land and the boiler- 
house in the rear, was $210,494.38. 

Lodge fob Wayfabebs, in the old Mayhew School building, No. 30 
Hawkins street, lot containing 9,625 square feet.

Furniture contaiped in 16 police stations, 15 patrol stables and the 
City Prison, with 2,700 police clubs, 1,400 belts, 1,339 revolvers, 1,342 
badges, etc. 

At the police headquarters are kept the books, papers, and records of 
the department, and a Rogues' Gallery, containing 22,187 portraits of 
as many notorious criminals. 

The police steamer " Guardian'* and police steam launches *' Ferret" 
and " Watchman," which are fully equipped for police or fire duty, and 
are kept constantly in active service.

Paving Division. 

Building and wharves on Albany street, opposite Sharon and East 
Brookline streets. The building is of brick and wood, and covers some 
8,000 square feet of land, and is divided into a shed for storage, black- 
smith's' and carpenter's shops, tool-room and stable. The total contents 
of the lot, including wharves and building, is 128,785 square feet. 

Fort Hill wharf, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Paving Department May 18, 1874, to be used for the landing and storage 
of paving-blocks and gravel until such time as said wharf shall be 
wanted for the extension of Oliver street. The greater part of said 
wharf is occupied by the Sanitary Division as a garbage dump, and the 
building thereon is leased to a tenant.

Ledge lot, on Cod man street, Dorchester, containing 209,000 square 
feet, was purchased in 1870. Upon this lot is a shed containing a steam- 
engine and stone-crusher; also a stable and tool-house. 

On the Almshouse lot, Hancock street, Dorchester, containing 104,132 
square feet, there are two stables; also a shed and tool-house. 

Lot, on Magnolia street and Bird place, Dorchester, containing 
81,068 square feet. ' This lot was purchased by the town of Dorchester 
in 1867. 

Downer-avenue lot, Dorchester, containing 35,300 square feet. 

On Child street, West Roxbury, a lot of laud containing 43,024 square 
feet, upon which are a stable and a shed, blacksmith's shop, and tool- 
house. 

Lot, in the town of Milton, on Brush Hill road, containing 64,523 
square feet, hired by the town of Dorchester for 999 years. 

Lot of land adjoining above, containing 80,000 square feet. 

Lot, on Morton street, Ward 23, containing about one- third of an 
acre, purchased by the town of West Roxbury in 1870, used for storage 
purposes. 

Lot, rear of Union street, containing about 87,000 square feet, pur- 
chased by the town of Brighton. 

Ledge lot, on Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton, containing about thir- 
teen acres, upon which are an office, engine-house, stable, and crusher 
plant. 
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On Medford street, Charlestown, a wharf lot, foot of Elm street, con- 
taining 85,000 feet, upon which are sheds, office, stable, etc. 

In Souih Boston, corner of H street and Columbia road, stable, car- 
riage-house, shed, tool-house, and office on leased land. 

Oil Hereford street, lot containing 28,020 square feet, a yard with shed, 
tool-house, and office. 

Wharf, known as Atkin's wharf, 521 Commercial street, purchased in 
1887 for $24,000, containing 22,558 square feet, haying on it an office 
and stable; also adjoining wharf for storing paving blocks, etc. 

On Centre street. West Roxbury, buildings containing engines, stone- 
crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Rosseter street, Dorchester, buildings containing engines, stone- 
crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Kenney street, Roxbury, buildings containing engines, stone- 
crushers, tools, etc. 

On Revere street, wharf for storing paving blocks, etc. 

On East Eagle street, East Boston, office and stable on leased land. 

On Heath and Day streets, Roxbury, buildings containing engines, 
stone-crushers, tools, etc. 

Wharf on Chelsea street. East Boston, containing 61,000 square feet, 
with buildings purchased in 1897 for 115,000. 

On Columbia road, Dorchester, buildings containing engines, stone- 
crushers, tools, etc. 

On Hamlin street. South Boston, lot hired for storage purposes. 

On Mt. Vernon street, West Roxbury, yard lot belonging to the 
Schoolhouse Department, used for storage purposes. 
. On Massachusetts avenue, South End, lot of land hired and used for 
storage purposes. 

One hundred seventeen horses, wagons, carts, etc. 

Sanitary Division, 

South Boston Stable. (Leased.) — Stable and sheds, with accom- 
modations for twenty horses, are located at 317 to 319 First street, South 
Boston. 

East Boston Stable. (Leased.) — Stable and sheds, with accom- 
modations for fifteen horses, are located at 324 East Eagle street, and 
are occupied jointly by Paving, Sewer, Street Cleaning, and Sanitary 
Divisions. 

Charlestown Stable, with accommodations for twenty-five horses, 
is situated on Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of 
land; stable built in 1875, cost $5,083.07; sheds and outbuildings built 
in 1879. 

Brighton. — Accommodation is provided by the Sewer Division, at 
their stable on Western avenue, for five horses of the Sanitary Division. 

Highland Stable, with accommodations for seventy- two horses, is 
situated on the old Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 
square feet. A part of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the Pav- 
ing Division. There is on this lot a brick stable, built in 1873, which 
cost $88,594.13; also an offal-shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 
The offal-shed was abandoned April 1, 1897, and in 1900 part of it was 
remodelled and is how used as a carriage-house and a wash-room. 

South City Stables, Shops and Sheds. — Situated on Albany 
street, opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before 
being used for this purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. 

The stable and buildings connected therewith are of brick. There 
are also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for storing wagons, 
etc. The stable is two stories high, with French roof, and has accom- 
modations for one hundred horses. Twenty-three horses are kept in 
sheds. Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. In 1899, a 
Veterinary Hospital was built and equipped for the purpose of caring 
for sick and disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, paint and har- 
nessmakers^ shops, in which the wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by 
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this and other divisions, are constructed and kept in repair; also a 
horseshoeing shop, for shoeing the horses of the department located in 
this section of the city. 

WicsT Stables and Sheds. — The stable is a brick building, a story 
and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove street built in 
1860, with outbuildings attached to the same. It has accommodations 
for ninety horses in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 45,152 
square feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing shop was established for 
the purpose of shoeing the horses of the department stabled in this, 
section of the city. 

Fort Hill Whabf. — Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge 
of the Sanitary Division; used as a dumping-station for the city ^s gar- 
bage and refuse, and as a mooring- place for dumping-boats and scows 
which convey this material to sea and to the plant of the New England 
Sanitary Product Company ; cost of constructing platform and dredging 
dock, 16,219.83. There are three Barney dumping-boats in continual 
use, which are towed to sea by the Street Department tug-boat ^^ Cor- 
morant." 

A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning Division as a 
locker for patrol push-carts, etc., and a part is in use by the Paving 
Division. 

Litchfield Wharf. (Leased.) — Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic 
avenue, containing about 35,460 square feet; leased March, 1898, for a 
period of ten (10) years. This wharf adjoins Fort Hill wharf, and is 
occupied in part by the New England Sanitary Product Company as a 
berth for their scows, and also by the buildings of the City Refuse 
Utilization Company for the disposal of waste and rubbish. 

New England Sanitary Product Company Plant. (Leased.) — 
Situated on Spectacle Island; five acres on the northwestern slope of 
the southern head of said island in Boston harbor; leased until January 
1, 1912. 

Weighing House. (Leased.) — Corner of Massachusetts avenue and 
Southampton street. Lessor, the Consolidated Gas Company of Boston. 
Area, about 2,300 square feet. 

Two hundred thirty- two horses, wagons, carts, etc. 

Sewer Division, 

The division occupies a small lot, with building, on North Grove 
street ; a large one, with buildings, with water front, on Albany street, 
containing 43,000 square feet, for storage of materials, tools, etc. ; and 
one with buildings on Gibson street, Dorchester, containing 42,000 
square feet; a small lot, with buildings, on Rutherford avenue, Charles- 
town; a lot on Eagle street. East Boston; sewer-yard, with buildings, 
on Massachusetts avenue, near Albany street; sewer-yard, with build- 
ings, on Western avenue, Brighton, containing 135,350 square feet;

If the same territory was assigned to each division in 1900 as was done In 
189.5, the figures would be: South Boston, 70,161; Dorchester, 64,648; West Roxbury, 
42,407; Roxbury, 110,732; instead of those given in the table. 

The comparisons resulting from the correction of areas in the table, therefore, indi- 
cate a larger increase for the five years in Dorchester, and a smaller gain in Roxbury 
and West Roxbury than has taken place on the territory that was included under those 
names in 1895, and to an extent In previous years, beginning with 1876. In South 
Boston, for the same reason, there appears to be a loss between 189.i and 1900, which Is 
not found when Identical areas are compared.

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BABCOCK MUSIC FUND. 

By the will of Archibald Babcock, who died August 10, 1862, the 
sum of 13,000 was bequeathed to the City of Charlestown, and accepted 
by the City Council of that city, November, 1862, upon the conditions 
and for the purposes expressed by him in his last will and testament: 

" The income to be annually expended in procuring the services of

BOSTON FIREMEN'S RELIEF FUND. 

By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the City of Boston 
for the time being (and his successors in office)> the Fire Commissioner 
of the City of Boston for the time being (and his successors in office), 
were constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and 
holding all sums of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding 
in the aggregate two hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, 
granted, bequeathed, or devised to it for the benefit of members of the 
Boston Fire Department, or their families, requiring assistance, or for 
the benefit of any persons, or the families of any persons, who have 
been such members, requiring assistance. The property so held shall 
be known as the Boston Firemen's Relief Fund. The said body cor- 
porate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same and the 
income thereof according to their best discretion, subject to the provi- 
sions of any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes 
aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following 
named persons, viz., the Mayor, JohnF. Fitzgerald, Fire Commissioner 
Benjamin W. Wells, now constitute the Board of Trustees; John F. 
Fitzgerald, Mayor, President; Benjamin W. Wells, Treasurer; Michael 
J. Lafferty, Secretary.

CHARLESTOWN POOR'S FUND . 

Various bequests made by Richard Russell, May, 1674; Richard 
Sprague, will dated October 5, 1703; Thomas Call, will dated January, 
1772; Richard Devens, 1825; David Goodwin, March, 1826; Thomas

FRANKLIN FUND. 

This fund has resulted from a bequest to the ^^Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston, in Massachusetts, '^ made by Benjamin Fbanklin in a 
codicil to his will (see Suffolk Probate Records, book 712, page 1 ). The 
said codicil provided that the fund, " if accepted by the Inhabitants of 
the Town of Boston," should be managed '* under the direction of the 
Select Men, united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Con- 
gregational and Presbyterian Churches in that Town," who were to 
loan upon certain stated conditions portions of the said fund, at 5 per 
cent, interest, ' ' to such young married artificers, under the age of 25 
years, as have served an Apprenticeship in the said Town; and faith- 
fully fulfilled the Duties required in their Indentures, so as to obtain a 
good moral Character from at least two respectable Citizens, who are 
willing to become their Sureties in a Bond." 

The fund was accepted by the Town at a Town meeting held June 1, 
1790 (Franklin having died April 17, 1790), and the *' Donation" was 
paid to the persons acting as managers, in 1791. 

Franklin's codicil provided that at the end of 100 years the managers 
should reserve -^^ of the amount which Franklin estimated would have 
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accumulated by that time, this amount to continue "to be let out on 
interest in the manner above directed for another hundred years," and 
that they should spend Iff of the fund which had by that time accu- 
mulated *' in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility 
to the inhabitants such as Fortifications, Bridges, Aqueducts, Public 
Buildings, Baths, Pavements or whatever may make living in the Town 
more convenient to its People and render it more agreeable to strangers 
resorting thither for Health or a temporary residence." 

The first period of 100 years expired May 2, 1891, but a suit brought 
by the heirs of Franklin temporarily prevented the expenditure of this 
portion of the fund for the purposes specified, and it was not until Jan- 
uary 17, 1894, that the Treasurer of the fund, Mr. Samuel F. McCleary, 
by direction of the ministers of tbe three churches named in the codicil 
and the board of aldermen of the City of Boston, which board had been 
assumed to be the successors of the " Select Men," paid to the City Treas- 
urer $329,300.48 (jf J of the fund) ; and the said persons voted that this 
amount be expended "in the purchase of land and for the erection 
thereon of the Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the 
same." The fund was not, however, expended for that purpose, cer- 
tain suits having been brought to have the courts determine who were 
in fact managers of said fund; and it was finally decided (see Collins vs, 
Doyle, 184 Mass. 373) that the "selectmen while in the performance of 
their duties as managers were not acting as public officers of the town," 
and that the members of the board of aldermen "did not become their 
successors as managers of the Franklin Fund"; and by virtue of a 
final decree made by Justice William C. Loring of the Supreme Judicial 
Court on March 16, 1904, nine persons (of whom the Mayor of Boston is, 
ex officio J one) were appointed to act in conjunction with the ministers 
of the three churches as managers of the said fund. The managers are, 
the Rector of Christ Church, the ministers of the First Church in Bos- 
ton and the First United Presbyterian Church, John F. Fitzgerald, Mayor 
of Boston (ex officio)^ Richard Olney, William Endicott, Henry P. Bow- 
ditch, Henry S. Pritchett, Nathan Matthews, Jr., Charles T. Gallagher, 
James J. Storrow and Frank K. Foster. 

The balance of the fund which was retained by tbe Treasurer — and 
which the codicil provides shall remain invested until 1991, when it will 
be divided between the City of Boston and the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts, in the proportions specified in the bequest — was, at the 
request of the managers of the fund turned over to the City Treasurer 
on October 20, 1904, it having been voted by the managers that the 
Treasurer of the Cit^ of Boston for the time being act as the Treasurer 
of both the accumulated and the accumulating funds.

OVERSEERS OF THE POOR'S FUNDS. 

Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, William P. 
Fowler, Chairman; Richard C. Humphreys, Treasurer, 

BoYLSTON Funds, — These Funds were from a bequest by John 
BOYLSTON, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequests is ordered to be paid ** Poor and decayed 
householders of the To\»n of Boston," "not under fifty years of age," 
" persons of good character, and reduced by the act of Providence, not 
by indolence, extravagance, or other vice." The other portion to be 
applied to "nurture and instruction of Poor Orphans and Deserted 
Children of the Town of Boston, until fourteen years of age." 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, January 31, 1906, to $32,976.98. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, January 31, 1906, to 
$158,247.11. 

Lucy Bullman Charity. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and 
Joy streets, in this city, which came into possession of the City of 
Boston in 1872, in accordance with the will of Luoy Bullman, proved 
at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is 
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provided that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, said 
estate is given to the City of Boston, upon condition that the estate 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. The 
estate is valued at about $10,300. Funds on hand January 81, 1906, 
$29,712.06. 

By a vote of the City Council approved by the Mayor, January 4, 1873, 
this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 

Dexter Fund. — Was a bequest of Samuel Dexter, by -will dated 
May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity 
as are not supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved 
by the Overseers of the Poor.

GooDNOw Fund. — A bequest of Elisha Goodnow, '* to be invested 
and the income applied forever to and for the relief, assistance, and sup- 
port of the poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said 
city in its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the government 
of officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but without reference to 
the religious faith or belief of those who may apply for or needthe 
assistance from this fund.'^ Invested in City of Boston bonds and 
interest Total, January 31, 1906, $9,064.21. 

HoLTON Protestant Pauper Fund. — Legacy left to the town of 
Brighton by the late James Holton, for the purpose of furnishing good 
and plentiful meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton on Thanks- 
giving Day or other holidays. Amount of fund January 31, 1906, 
$5,193.99. Invested in City of Boston bonds and interest, 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund. — Legacy left to the town of 
Brighton by the late Jambs Holton, in 1863 ; will probated June 9, 
1863. Income to be expended in purchasing and distributing provi- 
sions among poor and indigent Protestant families in said town of 
Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other holidays, or just previous to such 
holidays. Unmarried Protestant females to receive a liberal share. 
Amount of fund January 31, 1906, $1,500. Invested in City of Boston 
bonds and interest. 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute. — ** Income to be devoted 
to the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part 
of said Boston which was Charlestown.^^ Invested in City of Boston 
bonds. Amount of fund, with interest, January 31, 1906, $11,580.85. 

Jeffries Fund. — Was a bequest of David Jeffries, former Town 
Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the 
purchase of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for the refreshment of 
those persons who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to 
seek refuge in the almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always 
giving preference to the pious poor. Amount of fund, January 31, 
1906, $8,943.32. 

Mason Fund. — Was a bequest of Jonathan Mason, by will dated 
July 15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the 
almshouse or workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. 
The interest is now paid annually towards the salaries of the Chaplains 
of the House of Correction, Deer Island, and the Almshouse, Long 
Island. Amount of fund, January 31, 1906, was $9,419.69. 

Pbmberton Fund. — This Fund comprises bequests and gifts made 
to the City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from "A. B.,* 
Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright,' 
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Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, 
William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, *'A 
citizen of Boston," Anonymous, Dr. Harriet K. Hunt, George Higginson, 
Walter E. Hawes, Wm. B. Spooner, Matilda Goddard, Kebecca A. God- 
dard, and Richard C. Humphreys. The most important, however, of 
the bequests was from Benjamin Pembebton, whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been given to the fund. 
The income of this fund is to be expended at the discretion of the Over- 
seers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this city. The amount 
of this fund January 31, 1906, was $150,679.96. 

Pierce Fuel Fund. — Legacy left to the City of Charlestown by the 
late Caleb Pierce, who died September 7, 1860, and which was accepted 
by the Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income to be expended 
in purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had resided in 
Charlestown at least one year before their decease, said widows still 
continuing to reside in Charlestown. Amount of fund January 31, 1906, 
11,645.30. 

David Sears Charity. — This is a fund contributed by the late 
David Sears, for the relief of the poor. Amount of fund January 31, 
1906, 1348,890.02. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund. — A bequest of Rachel T. Stevens. The 
net income is to be paid (after the death of a person named in will) '' for 
the support and maintenance of poor worthy Protestant single women 
of Boston, who have arrived at the stage of fifty years ( not including; 
widows), paying to each of such women during her life the sum of one 
hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the marriage of any 
beneficiary under this will, no further payment of money is to be made 
to her, nor is any further payment of income to be made to any benefici- 
ary who becomes unworthy of help under this trust." Amount of fund, 
January 31, 1906, $5,411.46. 

Stoughton Poor Fund. — Bequest of Lieut. -Go v. William Stough- 
TON, who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave £50 to the relief of the 
poor of Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the Selectmen, and 
the income to be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. Amount 
of fund January 31, 1906, invested in City of Boston bonds and interest, 
$4,030.23. 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund. — Given to the City of Boston 
to be invested in a fund to be formed for the benefit and use of Protestant 
widows and single women, without distinction of color, preference 
always to be given to those who have seen better days, this fund to be 
called the Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund, the interest of which 
to be annually appropriated to the uses above designated. Amount of 
fund January 31, 1906, $25,328.58.

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 

CHARiiESTOWN SCHOOL Tbust Fund. — The Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts, on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an Act to incorporate 
Richard Devens, Nath'l Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph 
Hurd, Nath'l Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their successors. Trustees of 
the Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it 
was " Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., 
Treasurer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the 
money, bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being the property of said free 
schools), that now are, or" may come into his, the Town Treasurer's 
hand." 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus 
chosen shall have "all the powers and privileges,' and be subject to all 
the liabilities set forth " in the Act to incorporate certain persons under 
the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools. The Act of 
annexation to Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation 
in the members of the School Committee of the City of Boston from the 
Charlestown District. 

By chapter 53 of the Acts of 1877, the School Committee was 
incorporated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust 
Fund, to " manage said fund, and disburse the income thereof within 
the limits of the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of 
the instruments creating said trust. '^

PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS' RETIREMENT FUND. 

This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 237 of the Acts of 1900. 

The fund is for the purposd of providing annuities to teachers who 
have retired from the service of the City of Boston after having 
taught a certain length of time in the day schools of the city, and 
who have contributed a certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the 
passage of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other 
teachers as have voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of 
the act. 

On January 31, 1906, eighteen hundred and seventy-seven teachers 
were contributing to the fund at the rate of $18 per year.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1905, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund re- 
quirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of 
chapter 488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment 
thereto, and for the interest requirement for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works and any excess over 
income from taxes; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified 
be met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of busi- 
ness on January 31, 1905, exclusive of the money raised by loan or 
needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or 
special appropriation, and by the income of the financial year, beginning 
February 1, 1905, and by taxes to the amount of $13,890,932, and that 
said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable in 
the City of Boston. 

Ordered^ That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes, or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the City 
Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city^s proportion of the 
State tax of the year 1905, or of any other taxes or assessments payable 
to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of October, 
1905; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 1905, 
bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of six 
per cent, per annum, except the taxes assessed upon shares of stock 
of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent, per 
annum from and including said first day of November until paid ; and 
that all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added 
to and be a part of such taxes.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1906, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund 
requirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of 
chapter 488 of the Acts of 1896 and acts in addition or amendment 
thereto, and for the interest requirement for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works and any excess over 
income from taxes; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified 
be met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of busi- 
ness on January 31, 1906, exclusive of the money raised by loan or 
needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or 
special appropriation, and by the income of the financial year, beginning 
February 1,1906, and by taxes to the amount of '114,034,167, and that 
said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable 
in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than th.e City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, notes, or certificates of indebted- 
ness of the City of Boston, not exceeding nine million dollars in the 
total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; that 
all such notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the day the money 
for the same is received, be made payable with the interest thereon at 
the office of the City Treasurer within the current municipal year, from 
the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their date until the same 
are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the City 
Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city's proportion of the 
State tax of the year 1906, or of any other taxes or assessments payable 
to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of October, 
1906; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 1906, 
bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of six 
per cent, per annum, except the taxes assessed upon shares of stock 
of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent, per 
annum from and including said first day of November until paid; and 
that all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added 
to and be a part of such taxes.
